SENATE MEETS AS HIGH COURT. 


After Formal Proceedings M. Bernard 
and Other Plots. 


{BY ‘PRESS.) J] 
Paris, Sept. 18.— The Senate met as ‘a 
high court of justice today at 2 p. m., for the 
purpose of trying twenty-two politicians, 
including MM. De Monicourt, Deroulede, 
Marcel-Habert, Thiebaud, Baron de Vaux, 
and Jules Guerin, on the charge of conspir- 
ing’ against the government. 

The Procurator .General, M. Bernard, 
read the long indictment, which lasted from 
2:25 till 3:40 p. m., when tne Senate entered 
inte secret session to disouss the indictment 
and determine the questions relating to the 
preliminary inquiry which is to be ordered, 

The public and press galleries were crowd- 
ed by 1:45 p. m., and the Senators’ places 
were filled a few minutes befere 2 p. m. 


Prisoners Present. 
Not one of the accused was present or in 
the palace today. 
President Fallieres opened the proceed- 
ings, amid general silence, by reading the 
decree of the President of the republic con- 
stituting the Senate, on the report of the 
Minister of Justice, into a high court to 
try the charge against the accused of mak- 
‘ing an attempt on the security of the state. 
M. Fallieres then declared the Senate con- 
stituted ‘as a high court, and the clerk of 
the court. called the roll of Senators, who 
answered with the word present.. 


Three Notable Absentees.

Isn't it time 
to relegate to the rear the well-meaning but 
absolutely incompetent people who have 
forced themselves to the front and taken into 
their own hands the management of what 
should be one of the greatest public celebra- 
tions Chicago has ever had? They are not 
fited for such work, they lack experience 
and tact, and so far all they have done is to 
antagonize every man and organization with 
which they have come in contact. 

Now, I should like to make a suggestion: 
That a dozen of the prominent men of Chi- 
cago, men whose names and position carry 
influence and inspire respect, incorporate a 
Fall Festival association. Then let the as- 
sociation select some man who is experi- 
enced in conducting public affairs and events 
—a man like Colonel George R. Davis, whose 
years of work on the World's Fair have 
fitted him for such a position—as general 
manager and pay him a good salary. Nine 
months In the year he may do nothing to 
earn it, but in the other three he would earn 
it a dogen times over. Let him have abso- 
lute control of the situation, let him be the 
head of the Festival association, let him ap- 
point his committees, and let them be com- 
posed of men who work for a salary and earn 
their salary. It will be cheaper in the long 
run and will save the City of Chicago money 
and reputation.

These are mere- 
ly the entirely new books announced by 
sixty-two publishing firms for issue during 
the next three months, without. mention of 
new editions or of autumn books already 
out. Arbitrary and incomplete as such a 
list is, it nevertheless gives a fair index 
to the total book crop of the year. It shows 


that the publishers are in a state of flourish- | 


ing activity. As for the quality of this 
enormous mass Of reading matter, that is 
another story. It would be unfair to pro- 
nounce any ante-natal condemnation upon 
it, but it is almost certain that 95 per cent 
of the fiction—which is about one-half the 
total—will be resting in an early grave a 
year hence. Though thousands of books are 
printed in English, where hundreds were 
issued a half century ago, it is doubtful 


whether there has been any increase in the 


number of works of real merit. Last year 
was especially barren in such works. The 
present year gives better promise, and at 
least a score of noted fiction writers have 
books on the lista for early publication. The 
prospect of having 1,600 new books dumped 
on one’s table almost simultaneously is not 


an unmixed joy for the reviewer, whatever

TAXES ON TAXES. 
Mr. Bryan says: “I have advocated a8 
income tax because I have believed it the 
most just tax.” So it is when the condi- 
tions under which it ie Jevied are those 
which obtain in England. In the abstract 
no tax can be more equitable or economical 
ly scientific. Ite sounds on 

grounds cannot be disputed, If the cir- 
cumstances were such as to make its use 
in the United States by the general gov- 


favor its adoption, But Mr, Bryan 
and the other strenuous advocated 
of a national income tax law do not 
seem to perceive the multiplicity of tax- 
ing agencies in this country, nearly all 
of which obtain their revenues by taxing 
the same sources of income, That fact 
makes the taxation of the income itself by 
States, counties, cities, school districts, 
and parks levy taxes on all the real estate, 
productive or unproductive, within their 
jurisdiction. These real estate taxes ab- 
rorb no small proportion of the incomes 
derived from it, These taxing agencies 
levy taxes on all the personal property, 
tangible and intangible, the Assessors can

are levied on mortgages, notes, and other 


evidences of indebtedness, and a large 
percentage of the proceeds of these 
sources of income hae to be habded over 
to the tax collector, Railroads are taxed 
on their real estate and on their capi- 
tal stock. The owners of the bonds pay 
taxes on the bonds.

And suppose the State itself does 
what, in the case of many commonweaiths, 
it has a right to do, and levies an income 
tax on its own account, Then there will 
be treble, if not quadruple, taxation, for 
not merely will the sources of income be 
taxed in every conceivable way, but that 
remnant of the earnings of the property 
which eseapes local taxes will be leried 
on by the income tak collectors of the 
genera] government. | 
That would be as equitable, however, 
as it is for the United States to levy 
inheritance taxes on top of those which 
are or may be imposed by the States 
to furnish them revenue. The right to 
inherit and to bequeath property is given 
or is sanctioned and regulated by State 
laws. The subject is one which lies al- 


_together outside the jurisdiction of the 


federal government and is exclusively with- 
in that of the States. It hae been held 
constitutional for them to enact inheritance 
tax laws, and many of them have done 
so. They have utilized a source of rev- 
‘enue which: should be left to them. The 


taxes whick States tmpose on inheritances 


differ materially. Each State in its legis- 
lation consults local conditions and local 


, feeling. The general government should 


not, regardless of what the States have 
done, put on top of their taxes another 
inheritance tax differing as to the par- 
ties affected “and in other respects from 
the State tax. 15 
The general government, however, when 
hunting for revenue a year ago imposed 
a tax on inheritances. That was unneces- 
sary, for it could have obtained all the 
money it needed in other and better 
ways. Furthermore, it imposed an inh 
tance tax after an inequitable fashion. 
tax, which ranges from three-quarters of 
1 per cent to 15 per cent, is not determi 
by the amount’ of the legacy or succes- 
sion, but by the amount of the estate of 
the decedent. Not what the legatee re- 
ceives but the wealth of the decedent 
is the measure of the tax. Hence it is 
a graduated tax on estates rather than 
on the beneficiaries of estates. The small 
bequest of the millionaire is taxed more 
heavily than the much larger bequest of 
5 man ~ dies worth less than a mil- 
n. 
If there were not so many taxing agencies 
in the United States, and if unprodue- 
tive property and property which js the 
source of income went untaxed here as 
they are in England, then methods of 
federal taxation could be changed for the 
better. Then an income tax, instead of 
being inequitable, would be the most 
equitable of all taxes—the soundest. and 
in all respects the best. Its stmplicity 
and fairness would commend it to every- 
body. Its imposition under existing con-

The State Board of Health of California 
may not have power at present to station 
inspectots on-the borders and order back 
every man or woman whose lungs are 
disea The Legislature can give the 
board t.power, however, if it believes 
that due regard for the public health de- 
mandsit. The authority of a State is prac- 
tically unlimited where such questions are 
concerned. If the medical men were to 
agree that an exclusion order in the case of 
consumptives did tend to protect the public 
health courts would uphold it, harsh 
as its workings might be in many instances, 
and inhuman as it would seem to many to 
deny a consumptive the enjoyment of a 
climate which, while it might not restore 
health, could at least prolong life. | 
Now that the causes of consumption are 
better understood, and the possibility of its 
communication from the ill to the well 
realized, it is not surprising that the medical 
authorities of California should begin to 
look disapprovingly on the building up of 
communities of consumptives in that State. 
They may believe, and with some founda- 
tion for their belief, that they will scatter 
the seeds of disease in the localities in which 
they are congregated. Isolation, which is 
comparatively easy with sufferers from 
smallpox, cholera, or yellow fever, diseases 
which run a brief course, is practically im- 
possible in the case of consumptives, who 
may livejand be able to get around for years. 
While the drift of medical sentiment is in 
the direction of isolation and establishment 
of State institutions, there are so many 
consumptives that there is not money 
enough, perhaps, to provide all the hospitals 
that will de needed. 
Some elans rather approve of the 
suggested California quarantine. One, eon- 
nected with the Chicago Health depart- 
ment, condemns it as a return to me- 
dievalism, with no defense in reason or 
modern science.” So in this instance, as in 
many doctors disagree. Laymen 
will be of the opinion that it will savor of 
inhumanity to deny the consumptives the 
boon of a climate which will Jengthen lives. 
But if California does bar out consumptives 
there are other States which, influenced by 
humane or commercial reasons, will re- 
ceive them; and the general government, 
which has power in the Territories it does 
not have in the States,-will not shut the 
doors of Arizona or New Mexico against

THE POLICEMAN’S CLUB. 

Many persons will have greater inter- 
est and hopes in the local administrative 
reforms ot Mayor Jones of Toledo than 
in hie Gubernatorial campaign. Although 
his powers are more limited than those of 
Mayors in most cities, yet he has, among 
other things, conserved the interest of 
the public in the street car question, se- 
cured improvements in the care of the 
streets, made an effort toward turning 
the city’s natural gas plant to usefulness, 
and has effected an important change in 
the tone and management of the police 
department. 

Not only have the conditions of the 
policemen, ag employés of the city, been 
improved in the matter of hours and by 
the introduction of civil service regula- 
tions for admission and promotion, but 
the department, from the top down, has 
been imbued with a new feeling. The 
contentious spirit which formerly charac- 
terized the managing board has passed 
away, and the conception of police duty 
as something more than that of using a 
club and effecting arrests has been win- 
ning recognition, One outward evidence 
of this is seen in the fact that, instead 
of the long clubs of former days, the 
Officers now merely carry light wands. 

Mr. Jones, in his annual message to 
the City Council, epitomizes his idea on the 
relative value of weapons of force, as 
compared with more subtle ways of in- 
fluence, in the following striking declara- 
tion: | 
Personally, I am ready to go on record that I 

be perfectly willing to patrol any district 

the City of Toledo at any hour of the day or 
without a club or revolver, depending solely

Whatever may be the disdain of any 
police official for thie assertion, it is by 
no means an idle suggestion. The show 
of force may sometimes be the most effec- 
tive means of suppressing force, but it 
is likewise often the surest means of pro- 
voking it. Men who deal with criminals 
testify to their excitation by a demonetra- 
tion of violence, and the known kindness 
of a police officer is sometimes the surest 
guaranty of good order. When Officer 
Bagineky, after his unfortunate shooting 
of the Italians last May, in the neighbor- 
hood where he was well known and much 
disliked, was rescued from the enraged 
crowd by another officer equally well 
known in the district, the crowd at once 
yielded to the interference of the latter, 
shouting the while: He gooda police- 
man!” , 

Though we cannot hope yet to do away 
with the exercise of force by officers of 
the law, the suggestion of the greater 
power which resides in personality, tact, 


| and moral influence ought to be realized 


as it is not realized by many police of- 
ficials and patrolmen today. Police duty, 
like all other lines of effort, tends to over- 
value its own distinctive acts and to give 
too exclusive importance to the more ob- 
vious and easily reported items of duty. 
That man, however, is really the truest 
policeman who keeps his beat in order 
without arrests or the use of force. There 
are other judicious methods of maintaining 
public order beside those of the club and 
the gun, and Mayor Jones does well to 
challenge attention to their potency and im- 
portance. 


NEW YORK’S PUBLIC CHARITY. 
A few months ago Controller Coler of 


New York published a magazine article 


arraigning the partnership between the 
city and private institutions for the care 
of the poor. Under the present form of 
government the Board of Estimate and 
Apportionment has but limited power over 
the public subsidies to these institutions, 
since they have largely been authorized 
through special legislation at Albany. He 
urges, however, that such power as ex- 
ists should be fully used. In a recent 
report to that board he recommends the 
establishment of a definite basis for such 
appropriations, a system of inspecting ac- 
counts, and a plan for insuring that no 
children shall be continued in such insti- 
tutions at public cost whose parents are 
able to care for them. 

The chief point of his report is a short 
table showing the local decrease—paral- 
leled in other parts of the country—of public 
money devoted to prisoners and public 
paupers, and at — same time the rapid 
increase in moneys devoted to the care 
of the poor in tow institutions, The 
figures are as follows:

The most startling showing is to the 
effect not only that more than two-thirds 
of this money goes for the care of dependent 
children, of whom there are, including 
those temporarily cared for, over 50,000. 
In the early seventies, according to Dr. 
Warner’s “American Charities,” there 
were but 2,179 children under 16 years 
of age in all the poorhouses of the State 
of New York, and in 1892 there were in 
the private institutions of the State but 
24,074 children. The rapid increase thus 
shown in the number of children who are 
being reared in institutions instead of in 


homes is even serious for the inter- 
ests of the children than for the public 
treasury. 

This situation developed out of the 
practice of assi g dependent children at 


public cost to institutions of the religious 
faith of their parents—a system bad in 
itself and worse administered. The Out- 
look, in commenting upon the Controller’s 
courageous effort to grapple with this 
abuse, well says that “he should receive 
the support of every citizen who cares 
more for the manhood of the poor than for 
the power of ecclesiastical organizations.”

Here was one of the wealthiest men in 
America, if not the richest of them all, who 
was known to be in a most alarming con- 


dition of health, and yet when he was 
stricken with paralysis none of the family 


physicians nor any other doctor could be 
found to nd to the summons of the 
family, and the multimillionaire expired in 
his New Tork palace—for it is difficult to 
describe it as anything else—without a med- 
ical man being present. 

Who knows whether if a physician had 
been at hand the life of this estimable man 
might not have been prolonged, while at 


any rate his sufferings and the grief of his 


family might have been allevated. We have 
all heard of the Parisian chef, Joseph, who 
was imported by one of the Vanderbilts to 
cook his dinners at a salary or $10,000 a 
year. Less than that amount would have 
— the stipend of a clever and devoted 


ysician, who would have formed part 


and parcel of the establishment, precisely 
in the same manner as the private secre- 
tary, and, as on yonder side of the Atlantic, 
the private chaplain. 

Private physicians are a recognized in- 
stitution in the Old World, arid their em- 
ployment is by no means restricted to roy- 
alty. Not merely every monarch but near- 
ly every Prince of the blood and great noble 
has his body physician, who resides with 
him and forms part of the household. An 
instance in point is that of Dr. Chrysander, 
who, for the last ten years of the life of 
Prince Bismarck, never left his side. The 
money expended in his salary was well 
spent in every sense of the word, for it 
served to alleviate the sufferings of the 
veteran statesman, while tHe constant medi- 
cal care and attention which he received 
undoubtedly had the effect of 1 
his life beyond what would otherwise ha 
been the case. — 


The resident physician of Queen Victoria, 
Sir James Reid, is about to marry one of 
her Majesty’s maids of honor—namely: the 
Hon. Susan Baring, sister of Lord Revel- 
stoke and of Cecil Baring, who makes his 
home in New York and who is in business 
on Wall street. The disparity in age be- 
tween Miss Baring and Sir James is con- 
siderable.

Since the death st: tte William Jenner, 
Sir James Reid may be said to have been 
in sole medical charge of his sovereign, 
and the responsibility is an exceedingly 
heavy one. In the first place the Queen 
is an extremely stout, apoplectic, and in- 
firm woman of some fourscore years, and, 
secondly, she is extremely difficult to man- 
age. Sir James, however, like most of his 
fellow-Scotchmen at court, is possessed of 
much sturdy independence, and on one oc- 
caslon, when the Queen resented his re- 
monstrances, deliberately left court and did 
not return until pressure was brought to 
bear upon him to go back. This little squab- 


ble between the Queen and her physician, 


took place about three years ago at Bal- 
moral at a moment when her Majesty gave 
way to a number of extravagancies which 
became a source of great concern to all 
those around her. For instance. she forced 
her entire court and household to don 
mourning and attend the funeral of a young 
medical student, whose only claim to her 
consideration had been that he was the 
nephew of her favorite personal attendant 
and gillie, John Brown. At the solicitation 

of Princess Beatrice, Sir James attempted 
to check some of these eccentricities, fully 
realizing that it was most prejudicial to her 
health of mind and body to humor these 
tendenctes toward melancholia. 

The Queen, however, took Sir James’ ex- 
postulations amiss. She {s imperious, and, 
being accustomed to administer wiggings, 
even to such august dignitaries as the 
Archbishops of Canterbury and York when 
they venture to offer spiritual advice to 
her not in accordance with her views, de- 
clined to tolerate remonstrances coming 
from a relatively young and obscure Scotch 
doctor, who es his entire rise to the fact 
that he has been attached to her house-

Sir James attends the Queen wherever she 
goes, receives a salary amounting to $7,500 
a year, and is provided not only with board 
and lodgings in whatever palace the Queen 
may happen to be staying, but likewise with 
the use of carriages and horses. He attends 
all the members of the household free of 


cost, and they all appreciate his services, the 
‘only exception having been John Brown.

the institution has ever had. Professor C. 


P. Atwell believes Northwestern will have 
from 100 to 200 more students in the College 
of Liberal Arts than ever before. 

For the first time every room in Wom- 
an's Hall is filled. The Cottage can ac- 
commodate no more, and several houses 
near the campus will be rented by the uni- 
versity. Yesterday morning of the sixty- 
three who registered fifty-seven were girls. 

“I think we will have more than 650 stu- 
dents this year,“ said Professor Atwell. 
“About a third registered today. The num- 
ber of students threatens to be a danger, 
for I doubt if we will have full accommoda- 
tions for them. The freshmen classes in 
mathematics, French, and German are over- 
crowded. We will need 100 more seats in 
chapel, the gymnasium:is too small, and

The social rules, which the girls had hoped 
would be abolished by the new dean, Miss 
Anna M. Bowen, are to be more strictly 
enforced. 

The rules are as follows: 

Heads of approved homes in which women stu- 
dents are enrolled, in either the college or acad- 
emy, reside shall render monthly reports of all 
absences after 8 o’clock to the principal of the 
woman's department. 

No permission shall be granted to women stu- 
dents to leave town in the evening without a 
chaperon approved by the persons designated by 


the faculty. 
No social calls from gentlemen shall be received 


except on Friday and Saturday evening, or on an 
evening preceding a university holiday, between 
the hours of 7 and 10 o'clock. 

The girls are to be allowed self-govern- 
ment, and a committee will be elected, one 
member from each class, to take charge of 
this movement. This committee will act as 
the voice of the student body. 

No rules will govern the men. 

Dr. Patten, who will occupy the chair of 
biblical instruction, arrived in Evanston 
yesterday. Miss Bowen took charge of 
Woman's Hall yesterday.

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Children of the Ghetto in Washington. 
4 “Children of the Ghetto,” # drama in 
tour acts, by Israel Zangwill. Produced 

| at the National Theater, Washington. 
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‘Washington, D. C., Sept. 18,—[Special.]— 
Israel Zangwill'’s Hebrew drama, The 
Children of the Ghetto.“ was given its first 
production here tonight, and, so far as 
crowded house and an enthusiastic audience 
concerned, it was a pronounced success. 

e author, in an embarrassed speech after 
the curtain fell, called it a panorama of 
Jewish life, and his stage manager, the 
veteran actor James A. Herne, said hardly 
a hundred words had been changed since he 
saw the play first last summer. These two 
declarations, from playwright and play me- 
e, sum up its excellencies and its de- 


fects. It is an elaborate panorama of Jew- 


ish life, undoubtedly full of the peculiar tra- 


ditionary religion of the race and overflow- 
ing with comedy and tragedy, piety, busi- 
‘ness, and agnosticism. As a panorama it 
is wonderful, as a play much less so, and if 


‘| many times the hundred words and several 


‘of the characters, almost as numerous, had 
deen skilifully excised “ The Children of the 
Ghetto would be the better for it, and the 
panorama would have been about as good. 
The book has made the story generally 
familiar, but the play introduces radical 
changes. Hannah Jacobs, the daughter of 
Reb Shemuel, the typical rabbi of stain- 
less devotion to his creed, is married in joke 
to a commercial traveler, and only divorced 
by means of a “ Get,” the peculiar mechan- 
lem of which is gone into with absolute real- 
ism.

Mr. Zangwill has infused a distinctly new 


flavor, and has done it with such consum- 


mate art that the ignorant Christian learns 
a whole Talmud as he listens. Wilton Lack- 
aye as the rabbi, helped by the author's 
‘lines, gave to the whole play a flavor dis- 


tinctly solemn. Miss Blanche Bates as Han- 


nah and Frank Worthing as David really 
play the whole play. Almost every other of 
the dozens of people might be obliterated ”’ 
without interfering with the action of the 
drama. There is not a villain in the collec- 
tion, but at least one good comedian and 
several indifferent ones. William Norris 
as Melchitsedek Pinchas, the Hebrew poet, 

does not advance nor retard the development 
of the curious tragedy of little love and 
much religion, but he does show the posai- 

bility of the Yiddish dialect and clothing 
when applied to the legitimate drama. 
There is enough material in Mr. Zangwill’s 
work for two or three plays. It is a play 
which ought to be wholesome for Jews, re- 
viving in them respect for their traditionary 
religion. The play, the scenery. and the 
people on the stage show an elaborate and 
artistic attention to detail. The only Chris- 
tian character is the Sabbath fire woman,“ 
an Irish crone who attends to the fires and 
lights on the Sabbath, when Jews may not 
touch them. Everybody was called before 
the curtain after every act, and the play 
Was a success beyond question so far as its 
pret night goes. 


“The Gadfly in New York. 


New York, Sept. 18.—[ Special. 1—People 
who had not read a certain novel called 
The Gadfly,” by a certain Mrs. Vornych, 
were at a hopeless disadvantage tonight at 
Wallack's Theater. They pitied themselves 
and they pitied one another. For a time 
they took their misfortune seriously, and 
tried to remedy it by knitting their brows 
anxiously and having recourse to a steady 
series of hurried and unanswerable ques- 
tions. Then they gave up the attempt and re- 
lapsed into a state of indifferent curiosity, 


and watched the players come and go on the 


stage in much the same way as one watches 
pinwheels and roman candles, or the moving 
pictures of a vitascope. 

The name of the woman who wrote the 
book and who made the original dramatic 
version of it for stage use was not to be 
found on the program. It appears that her 
work had been altered during rehearsals in 
a way that did not meet with her approval. 
She threatened to obtain an injunction 
against its performance unless she were re- 
lieved of all responsibility in the matter. In 
that she was obeyed. If that afforded her 
any satisfaction she is certainly entitled to 
it. No other sort of satisfaction is likely to 
come to her from the play. 

As presented tonight it was obscure, spas- 
modic, and generally unintelligible. Whether 
is was any less so in the form submitted by 
the author is open to doubt. The probabili- 
ties are that the book was unsuitable by na- 
ture for stage use, and should have been 
lad as it was, to enjoy its measure of popu- 
arity. 

In the first act a young man belonging to 
some religious order accused himself of be- 
ing a traitor to the organization, on the pre- 
text of saving from suspicion the girl he 
loved. But why the girl should be suspect- 
ed, or why he allowed himself to believe 
her guilty, were left as puzzles for the au- 
dience. ; 

In the second act this man again 
~—fourteen years later—with a deformed body 
as the Gadfly, and is chosen as the leader of 
some conspiracy, whose aim and meaning 
is another puzzle. He meets the girl again, 
and whether they recognize each other, or 
why they pretend not to if they do, is an- 
other puzzle. 

In the end The Gadfly ” is baptured and 
shot by the soldiers. 

Stuart Robson made an unusually earnest 
effort to rid himself of his comic manner- 
isms and played many of the scenes with 
genuine dramatic effect. 

Marie Burroughs, as the enigmatical and 
emotional woman connected with the con- 
spiracy, was wholly ‘admirable. She was 
graceful and expert and rose in one scene 
to a fine burst of distressed emotion.
